WATER LILIES 


Have you ever noticed that, no difference what the 
beauty of the garden may be, in harmony of planting, in 
beauty of landscaping, the visitor drifts to the Water Lily 
Pool and there finds a sanctuary, a place where one can 
forget the trials of everyday life and find the charm aud 
solace that only exquisite beauty can bestow. 


SO EASY TO GROW 

It’s easy to have a Water Garden, even in an apart- 
ment. Some of the Pygmae lilies will grow in a dishpan, 
providing you have asunny window. Fill dishpan half full 
of good garden soil and plant Water Poppy, Water Hya- 
cinth, Water Snowflake and some of the Water grasses 
and you will be pleased with the results. 

Then you may have a real beauty spot by making a 
Tub Garden. ‘Lhis may be made by sawing barrels in two, 
painting inside and out with a heavy coat of Asphaltum 
to preserve the wood. Sink btarreis in the soil and pile 
rocks around them and plané with the smaller varieties of 
lilies. These will be found under the heading, Pygmae 
Lilies, in another part of the Catalogue.

Pennsylvania. (Blue beauty.) (2-year plants.) A magnifi- 
cent variety with rich blue flowers that are often 10 
and 12 inches across. The buds are speckled with ma- 
roon, the stamens are tipped with blue. The flowers 
have a spicy perfume such as no other tropic has.

Like many young 
maids, these flowers sleep during the day, to bloom gayly 
at night, and during the early morning hours are the most 
beautiful flower in the garden, often staying open until 
noon. The blossom begins to unfold as the sun goes down 
and is especially satisfactory for the working man or 
woman, who would not see the open blossom of a day 
blooming lily. Shipping time is the same as for Day- 
bloomers.

LOTUS 


“The Lotus blooms below the barren peak; 

The Lotus blows by ever-winding creek: 

Let us swear an oath, and keep it with an equal mind, 
In the Lotus-land to live and lie reclined.”

These plants are hardy and may be grown almost any- 
where in the U. S., blooming better the second year than 
the first. The bulbs look like a peeled banana, the crown is 
at the long end of the bulb. The crown should be placed up, 
with the bulb placed horizontally. Great care Should be 
taken not to break the crown off, as that renders the bulb 
worthless. Cover with 2 inches of soil, leaving growing 
point just out of the soil. Cover with 6 inches of water 
until growth begins, when the depth may be increased if 
necessary. While Lotus is hardy it should not be plant- 
ed too early as growth should begin at once after plant- 
ing or bulb is apt to decay. We have a method of holding 
bulbs so they may be planted as late as June 15. 









Plant tuber flat and cover with 
2 inches of soil. Be careful of 
growing tips and do not break the 
tuber in pieces.

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"Soil For Shallow Water Plants” 


It’s Easy to Build Your Own Pool 


LOCATION. The pool should be exposed to full sun, 
and should not be built too close to such trees as Pepper, 
Walnut or Fig, as the leaves, having a strong acid con- 
tent, falling into the pool will injure the fish. 


Lilies cannot be expected to bloom unless the sun shines 
into the heart of them at least part of the day. 


_ After deciding on location of pool, a very easy way to 
plan size and shape is to use the garden hose, tracing on 
the ground the exact plan you desire. We suggest that 
you make your pool as large as your space will permit, as 
there are so many water plants you will want room for. 


For the front yard the formal pool will best fill the re- 
quirements of good design, but for the back yard the in- 
formal pool works out beautifully with a rock garden. 


An informal pool is much easier and less expensive to 
build than a formal one, as it can be built without forms. 
For an informal pool, after deciding on size and shape, dig 
out soil to depth of 2 feet and level off. Shave side walls 
as near perpendicular as possible, as walls which slope are 
that much wasted space in your pool, and gather Algae 
making pool unsightly. Tamp walls and floor and rein- 
force with heavy fencing wire, covering walls and floor. 


The concrete should be poured continuously, so there 
will be no joints, and as it is poured the reinforcing should 
be pulled up to center of concrete, thus making pool 
stronger and less apt to crack.

Tropical Lily Planting 


In building a formal pool, by excavating carefully to 
the exact shape and size of the pool and carefully trim- 
ming the edges there will be no necessity for an outside 
form. Allow about 6 inches space for wall and build in- 
side form. The walls should be reinforced, and after it 
is poured, allow it to harden until the next day. Remove 
forms and pour bottom of the pool. Finish as directed 
below. 


Cement. The proper mixture of cement is one shovel of 
cement to five of sand. Dry mix well, then add enough 
water to make a rather stiff mixture. In cold climates, 
where heavy freezing may be expected, the concrete 
should be 6 inches thick; in mild climates, 3 inches is 
ample, 


As concrete is poured, it should be well tamped to take 
out the porous places and insure yourself of a water- 
tight pool. Allow cement to become thoroughly set, then 
apply a thin coat of 1 part cement and 3 parts sand which 
has been screened. When this is hardened apply a coat 
of pure WATERPROOF CEMENT. 


Be sure to keep moist as cement hardens, spraying 
with a very fine spray from hose, at intervals, as the 
slower cement hardens the stronger it becomes. 


After it is thoroughly set it may be filled with water, 
filling very slowly. Allow water to stand in pool for a 
week to soak out the alkali; drain off and when dry, 
sweep thoroughly and the pool is ready for planting.

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THE CULTURE OF WATER LILIES 
Please Read Carefully 


We are always happy to give any advice possible re- 
garding the culture of Water Lilies and should any prob- 
lem arise which is not dealt with on this page we hope 
you will feel free to ccnsult us. However, before writ- 
ing, please read this carefully, as we have tried to cover 
all of the probiems involved in Water Lily culture as we 
know them. . The following are the questions we are 
called upon to answer very often. 


Should Lilies Be Planted in Soil? 


Most emphatically yes. Water lilies have to have soil 
and it must be rich. Use one-fourth well rotted dairy fer- 
tilizer and three-fourths good loam for best results. Com- 
mercial fertilizer may be used rather than barnyard if 
barnyard is not well rotted. 


How Much Soil Should Each Lily 
Have? 


At least one bushel of soil for each lily of medium size. 
Dwarf lilies will do with less. Tropical lilies should have 
two bushels fcr best results. 


How Deep Should the Water Be? 


The ideal depth of water over the crown of the plant 
is from 8 to 10 inches, although they will give fairly good 
results in water from 6 to 15 inches in depth. 


Should Lilies Be Planted in Boxes? 


They may be planted either in boxes or on bottom of 
pool, but pool is easier kept clean if boxes are used. Place 
fertilizer in lower half of soil, fill box with garden soil and 
cover with 1 inch of coarse sand. If pool is deep the 
boxes should be raised to within 8 or 10 inches of the sur- 
face. Boxes should be 2x2 ft. square and 1 ft. deep for 
best results. 


Do Lilies Like Shade? 


They do not. They will not bloom unless they have full 
sun for at least half the day, preferably morning sun. 
Such lilies as Comanche and the Marliacs do fairly well 
in partial shade. Water Lettuce, Hyacinth and the Taros 
are satisfactory in shady pools, but to try anything else 
is money wasted. 


Can Water Lilies Be Grown in Tubs? 


Yes, the dwarf and semi- -dwarf lilies do well in tubs, 
but the larger varieties will do better in a concrete pool. 


How Much Will It Cost to Build a 
Pool? 


A satisfactory pool may be built for the price of two 
sacks of cement, plus a day’s work. This size will ac- 
commodate three lilies. A 12 ft. pool can be built for 
$5.00 and 15 hours’ labor. Full directions for building 
may be found on page 11. Y 


Should Lilies Have Running Water? 


No, running water is always too cold for lilies. They 
like still, warm water which will not become stagnant 
so long as there is vegetation in the pool.

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EPYPHYLLUM 


These marvelously beautiful flowers are hard to 
deseribe. Their silky blossoms have a_ brilliancy, 
range of color and irideseence making them dis- 


tinctly different from any other flower. 


They are sometimes called Orchid Cactus, and 
technically are a spineless cactus, although their 


ancestors never saw the desert. 


Epyphyllums originally came from the South 
American jungles, and naturally like partial shade 
and leaf mold. ‘hey will grow out of doors where 
the temperature does not go below 28°. Try them 
in the house. They make excellent pot plants and 


bloom withcut much trouble. 


For a good soil mixture use equal parts of good 
garden soil, leaf mold and well rotted cow manure. 


- Keep moist as you would ferns. 


The Epyphyllums we are offering are well rooted 
cuttings and cannot be expected to bloom the first 
year, although some varieties bloom sooner than 


others. 


Epyphyllum Oxypetalum (Queen of the Night). This 
marvelous plant bears blossoms of such beauty as to be 
breath-taking. . Each blossom measures from 8 to 10 
inches across. The outside petals soft coral pink, inside 
snowy white. The many stamens are placed so they 
look like a cradle. LEecause of this the flower is some- 
times called ‘‘Angle Cradle’. Blooms from June to 
Sept. Small plants, 50c. Illustrated upper right. 


E. Ackermannii. The bright red petals have a frosty ap- 
pearance, cascades of white stamens. Spineless flat 
leaves with buds appearing at notches. 25ce. 


EK. Ackermannii No. 2. Similar to the above, except the 
flowers are much larger and a deeper red.

E. Empress. Sometimes called Rosy Morn. Masses of 
shell pink blossoms literally cover the plant, and last 
for days.
